Feb. 13.— Some excitement has 
been caused on the Isthmus during the past 
10 days by canal rumor* from Europe and l>v 
local q uestions. 
Althoug h a larg e num ber of 
men are now' unemployed, crime is not on 
the increase along the canal route. 
The 
crimes reg istered by the press are trivial, and 
very few of them have bee > of a m urderous 
nature. All the contractors have discharg ed 
larg e numbers of men who, being w ithout 
money, and seeing no possibility of obtain­ 
ing rem unerative employment, are to be seen 
wandering about the streets of the towns and 
villag es anxiously awaiting the termination 
of the crisis, or to find a means to g et away 
from here. 
Fortunately no disturbance or 
alarm has been caused althoug h, the laborers 
actually 
at work 
have been reduced to 
Scarcely 
2,000 
or 
3,000 
in 
number. 
The present circumstances not req uiring a 
strong force to be stationed at Culebra, on 
the canal, the number of men there has boon 
reduced to 13¡ and tile others, miiilbering 85, 
are stationed at Gerg ona. 
The g arrison on 
tlje Isthm us is now divided as follows: City 
of Panama, 300 men; Culebra, 15; Gorg ona, 
85, and Colon, 100.

FROM POINTS EAR AND NEAR 


T h e Democrats of Binghamton elected a 
Mayor yesterday, by publishing a lie concern­ 
ing the Republican candidate too late to be 
contradicted. The statement was that at a 
meeting of cigar makers called to consider 
the wages of the operatives, Mr. Green, the 
Republican candidate, made a speech in fa­ 
vor of a reduction. The truth is that Mr. 
Green was in Syracuse at the time of the 
meeting, a fact which is sustained by the affi­ 
davits of several reputable citizens. The 
trick is already recoiling upon the liars. The 
Common Council remains Republican. 


T h e new constitution of Japan, which was 
promulgated by the Mikado on Monday, es­ 
tablishes a House of Peers and a House of 
Commons. The Peers are partly hereditary, 
partly elective and partly nominated by the 
Mikado. The House of Commons is to con­ 
sist of 300 members, elected by the people. 
The suffrage is for men of 25 years and over, 
who pay $25 taxes yearly. Liberty of re­ 
ligion, freedom of speech and the right of 
public meeting are established. This consti­ 
tution goes into effect in 1890. The Mikado 
voluntarily surrenders his absolute power in 
order to give his people representative govcrn- 
ernmcnt, in accordance with an intention pro-1 
claimed eight years ago. 
Gov. S a w y e r of New Hampshire has ap­ 
pointed Gen. Gilman Murston of Exeter to 
be a United States Senator from the 4th of 
March till the election by the Legislature in 
June. The appointment does not interfere 
with Mr. Chandler’s chances of re-election,as 
Gen. Marston is soraewhero in the eighties 
and doe3 not aspire to a full term. He would 
have made a magnificent Senator if he bad 
been chosen a dozen or twenty years ago, for 
he is really one of New Hampshire’s great 
men intellectually, whom his admirers de­ 
light to rank with Daniel Webster, Jeremiah 
Mason and Levi Woodbury. He was also 
one of the bravest soldiers that New Hamp­ 
shire sent against the rebellion. Mr. Chan­ 
dler will be re-elected in June.

THRONGED WITH BlGlIT-SEERS. 
The cixrfdors jn the rear of the galleries 
were thronged with sight-seers, who were 
contented if, by rising on their tip-toes, they 
Could glance over the shoulders of the more 
fortunate persons who had secured a foot­ 
hold in the door-wa.vs. Many ladies were 
upon the floor, pleading with members for 
passes to the already over-flowing galleries. 
At 11:45 o’clock the assistant door-keeper re­ 
quested all persons not entitled »o the privileges 
ol the floor to retire, and the crowd in the 
corridors was augmented by a number of 
stragglers who had been lolling hack on the 
Seats of members, lazily surveying the sur­ 
rounding. Beside the Speaker’s chair was 
placed one for Senator Ingalls, who, as pre­ 
siding officer of the Senate, was to preside 
over the joint assembly, and iu the area in 
front of the Clerk’s desk were placed a num­ 
ber of richly-upholstcred chairs and lounges 
for the accommodation of Senators. 
THE SCENE AT NOON. 
At noon the Speaker’s gavel hushed the 
hum of conversation and the Chaplain made 
an if*.v*A5a'tion. The journal having been read 
and approved, the Speaker laid hefor the 
House three messages from the President an­ 
nouncing Ills disapproval of private pension 
bills. The messages were referred to the 
Committee on Invalid Pensions, nfler an Un­ 
successful effort on the part of Mr. Steele to 
have them referred th the Committee on Pen­ 
sion*» 
PRIVILEGES OF THE FLOOR. 
On motion of Mr. Ermentrout. the privi­ 
leges of the floor were accorded to the fami­ 
lies of Senators and Representatives. 
THE SENATORS COME. 
At five minutes before 1 o’clock the Sen­ 
ators, headed by officers, filed into the Cham­ 
ber. Senator Ingalls leaned on the arm of 
Secretary McCook and Captain Bassett car­ 
ried the box containing the returns from the 
Electoral College. The KepfcScutatlves re­ 
mained standing until the Senators had taken 
the seats assigued them, and then Senator 
Ingalls, seated on the right, hand of the 
Speaker, called the joint Assembly to orckd\ 
WHAT MR. INGÁMifl SA1Í). 
Mr. Ingalls then said: “ This being the day 
and the hour appointed for opening the cer­ 
tificates and counting the votes of electors 
for President, the Senate and House of 
Representatives have met together pursuant to 
the constitution hud the laws of the United 
States, If there be no objection to the Elec­ 
toral vote of tlie Slate of Alabama, the cer­ 
tificate will he read by the Tellers, who will 
make a list of the votes thereof.” 
A SEAL BROKEN. 
The presiding officer then broke the seal of 
the Certificate from Alabama anil handed it 
to Senator Mandcrson, one of the Tellers, who 
read the document in a clear voice. It 
showed that the 10 Electoral votes of Alabama 
had been cast for Cleveland and Thurman. 
MR. INGALLS CONTINUES. 
The reading having been concluded, the 
presiding officer said: “ Following the 
precedent observed on former occasions, and 
in any case there may be a demand that the 
certificate he reported in full, the Tellers 
having ascertained that the certificates are in 
due form and properly authenticated, will 
omit the executive certificates of the election 
of the Electors.” 
A VOTE BY •' JEFF ” DAVIS. 
The certificate from the State of Arkansas 
was handed to Senator Harris and he read 
that portion of it which certifies that the 
seven votes of that State were cast for Cleve­ 
land and Thurman. A laugh ran through tiic 
Assembly when Senator Harris announced 
that “Jeff” Davis—one of the Electors—gave 
one vote for Grover Cleveland. 
DISPENSING WITH CEHTAIN FORMALITIES. 
At the suggestion of Senator Edmunds the 
work of tiie Tellers was lightened by dis­ 
pensing with the reading of any part of the 
certificates and requiring them, afier careful 
examination, merely to state the manner in 
which the votes had been cast. The certifi­ 
cates from California and Connecticut were 
thus disposed of. 
MB. COX “ CALLS ATTENTION.” 
Mr. Cox, of New-York, then rose and 
called the attention of the presiding officer to 
the language of the law of February 3, 1887. 
The presiding officer said debate could only 
lie had by unanimous consent. Mr. Cox said 
he desired to call attention to the language of 
the law: “ On such reading of any such cer­ 
tificate, the President of the Senate shall call 
for objections, if any, after the reading.” 
The certificate from Delaware was then read, 
and the presiding officer asked: “ Is there 
any objection to the electoral vote of the 
State of Delaware?” 
There being none, the count was proceeded 
with. 
WnY PEOPLE SMILED. 
A smile ran over the assembly when by a 
slip of the tongue Mr. Ermentrout announced 
that the Electors of IFlorida had cast four 
votes for Levi P. Morton for Yice-Presi 
dent.

into 
a hearty laugh when a few moments after­ 
wards Senator Harris, by a similar error.gave 
the Electoral vote of Indiana to Grover Cleve­ 
land. It was some time before the laughter 
died out and he was permitted to correct his 
error. 
EXPRESSING CONFIDENCE. 
The presiding officer then said: “ The 
Chair takes occasion to express bis confidence 
that his suggestion that manifestations of ap- 
pluuse or disapprobation are expressly for­ 
bidden by the rules of both Houses, and that 
they disturb the decorum of this great trans­ 
action, which is now proceeding in the pres­ 
ence of the Representatives of the American 
people, will suffice to preveut a repetition of 
the disorder which has lust occurred.” 
CONCERNING OREGON. 
The State of Oregon having been reached 
the presiding officer said: “ The President of 
the Sehate has received two certificates and 
two other papers purporting to be certificates 
from the State of Oregon. As required by 
law, he opens them all and delivers them to 
the Tellers who will read.if there be no objec 
lion, only that which is authenticated bv the

the Ostend manifesto , in the preparatio n o f 
w hich Mr. Buchanan to o k a part, sho w ed the 
desperate steps ready to he taken fo r the ac­ 
co m plishm ent o f that purpo se. 
Cuba was 
then co unted go o d fo r tw o slav e states, which 
w o uld hav e added 
fo ur Senato rs, ten o r 
tw elv e Representativ es and a co rrespo nding 
num ber o f Presidential electo rs to the Demo 
cratic fo rces. 
But the electio n o f a Republi 
can President and the abso rptio n o f So uthern 
energies in the rebellio n gav e the Cuban ques­ 
tio n its quibtus.

HUSBANDS FOR CATHOLIC GIRLS. 


The New York Freeman’s Journal, tbe 
leading Catholic newspaper of the United 
States, endorses the remarks recently attrib­ 
uted to Father Didier of Halt-more relative 
to the unfitness of Catholic young men to lo ­ 
cóme the husbands of refined Catholic girls. 
And it traces the fact to one general cause, 
the superior educational-advantages afforded 
to girls in all countries of recent growth, 
“ where family life has not yet takeu ou set­ 
tled forms, and where, l»v sheer force of cir­ 
cumstances, the male meml>ers must l>egin 
to work iu early youth.'’ 
The Freeman s 
Jounuil points out that for the one Catholic 
boy in the United States who is educated bi- 
yond the merest elements, a dozen Catholic 
girls “ have been taught accomplishments 
which elevate their tastes and raise their as­ 
pirations somewhat above the mere common­ 
place of their surroundings.” 
Father Didier 
stated this fact more succinctly when he 
said that the young Catholic men com­ 
plained that the Catholic girls are “ too ex­ 
travagant nnd high-toned." 
And he got 
still nearer the root of the m atter when he 
said he had learned “ that Catholic young 
men spend too much of their time in sa­ 
loons.” 
The most pious devotee of the 
church among the young women thereof 
would lie justified in recoiling from an alli­ 
ance with a young man of her own faith, no 
m atter how pious he might be. if she saw 
saw him coming out of a saloon in a eoudi 
tion of intoxication. 
But the disparity of opportunity, of educa­ 
tion and accomplishments between the sexes 
complained of by the Freeman’s Journal is to 
be found in thousands of American homes, 
Protestant as well as Catholic. 
It may be 
the husband or it may be the wife who is the 
inferior intellectually, but if nothing else is 
lacking they generally manage to get along 
together pleasantly and satisfactorily. 
Mar­ 
riage is meant to l>e and it must Ihj on either 
side a good deal more of a sacrifice than a sac 
rament. 
And the young woman of refine 
ment and varied accomplishments who finds 
heiself wedded to a man her inferior in at­ 
tainm ent, 
but 
who 
is [brave, 
manly, 
energetic, 
and 
willing 
to 
do 
with 
his 
might 
all 
that 
his 
hands 
find 
to do for the support and honor of his fam­ 
ily, is not likely to become an object of sym 
pathy if she goes about complaining that 
“ Jo h n ’s ” table manners and conversational 
abilities arc not equal to her own. 
The 
chances arc, if “ J o h n ” is determined and 
steady, that he will get ahead of her in the 
long run. 
There are thousands of men in 
prom inent positions in this country who were 
probably rated the intellectual inferiors of 
their wives when the two began life together, 
but with whom the conditions are changed 
because the men have given their attention to 
public affairs and sought for the knowledge 
that was essential to their success, while their 
wives, absorbed in domestic duties, have al­ 
lowed tbe intellectual part of their natures to 
stand still. 
These wives, if they are able to 
claim that in early days they gave their bus 
bands a lift upward, are likely to experience 
pleasure in the reflection, rather than regret 
that they did not spurn them because they 
were not sufficiently “ high toned ” when 
they appeared before them as lovers. 
Differences in religion as well as in educa 
tion, wealth, social accomplishments, tastes, 
etc., need not stand in the way of successful 
marringe if each party i- willing to sacrifice 
something, not of conviction, but of dogma 
tism and selfishness in its assertion. “ For the 
unbelieving husband,” wrote St. Paul, “ is 
sanctified by the wife, and the unbelieving 
wife is sanctified by the husband.” 
Some 
thing of this process of sanctification is going 
ou in every household, and it is the solution of 
the whole marriage problem.

It is rather premature 
anno ’.nee such a policy, even if the incom 
ing ad -iuistration is thinking favorably of 
it. 
Territorial acquisition is always a popu 
lar subject -with a class of people who make 
the most noise, and the agitation of the ran­ 
ter m ight persuade Spain of our eagerness 
and induce her to put up the price. 
If Cub; 
is to be acquired, it is because there is the op 
portunity for a good bargain in the purchase 
In the slavery days the acquisition of Cuba 
was a favorite project with tbe South, and 
the Ostend manifesto, in the preparation of 
which Mr. Buchanan look a part, showed the 
desperate steps ready to be taken for the ac 
eomplishment of that purpose. 
Cuba was 
then counted good for two slave states, which 
would lir.vc addeil four Senators, ten o 
twelve Representatives and a eorrespoudin 
num ber of Presidential electors to tiie Demo 
cratic forces. 
But the election of a Republi­ 
can President and the absorption of Soul hern 
energies in the rebellion gave the Cuban ques­ 
tion its quittus. 
Tiie objection to the acquisition of Cuba* 
like that to the admission of New Mexico, re 
lates to the character of its population. They 
are Spaniards, have no knowledge of our lan­ 
guage und have never been amenable to the 
discipline of good government. 
It would re­ 
quire a good deal of patience, nnd be produc. 
tive of much cost and vexation, to train them 
to good American citizenship. 
There could 
really be urged no other objection than this. 
The soil Í3 fertile, the climate genial, and its 
chief crop, sugar, would grandly supple­ 
ment our present agriculture by supplying 
the only remaining staple for which we lack 
the soil to produce it in nbundance. 
Politically, tho acquisition of Cuba by a 
Republican administration might properly be 
deferred until Canada has been added to the 
Union. 
Then, for the purpose of maintain­ 
ing an equilibrium of parties it might with 
propriety he purchased and annexed. 
It 
would without doubt give a great impulse to 
the prosperity of the island to bring it under 
the United States government. 
Now it is 
being taxed to death to maintain the home 
government of Spain, nnd foreign iinmisrra- 
tion and capital avoid it. 
A change of gov­ 
ernment would also bring it under better san­ 
itary regulations, and prevent it from furnish­ 
ing an annual stock of yellow fever for the 
scourging of the Southern states.

denomination of h is bond or bonds in writing th e City 
Treasurer may exch ange for such existing bond or 
Iwods new bond or bonds by returning such existing 
bond or bonds and substituting th erefor such new 
bond or bonds and such exch ange sh all take place 
at tlie City H all iu said City at th e tim e and • ay of 
th t' sale h ereinafter directed and said new bond or 
bonds snail draw interest from such day and lie

St . P e te rs b u r g , Feh. 13.—The Czar’s ap­ 
proval of Count Tolstoi’s reform measures ex­ 
tends only to the first section, which provides 
for the appointment of rural chiefs of dis­ 
tricts to control the affairs of the peasantry. 
The peasants complain of the corruption and 
dishonesty existing among the official low- 
class clerks. The Czar desires to re-establish 
the influence of the gentry, trusting they 
will be less liable to be corrupted. The pro­ 
vincial governors will appoint chiefs from 
the nobility, vesting them with judicial and 
administrative authority. The Czar does not 
approve of Couut Tolstoi’s second proposal, 
which is to the effect that the presidents of 
the land assemblies,who are now elected, shall 
henceforth be nominated by the Government, 
and that they shall be given power to direct 
the members as to wbat questions they may 
discuss.

CtTTY ORDINANCE-AN ORDINANCE 
TO 
J provide for the issuing of bonds of the City of 
Kingston to exchange for existing bonds or pay 
such portion of i s bonded debt as by its option faifa 
due in 1889. 
Passed February 1. 1889. 
The Common Council of the City of Kingston do 
ordain as follows: 
1. If any person holding existing bond or bonds of 
the City of Kingston falling dllest the option of the 
City in the year 1889, be willing to surrender the 
same and accept new bond or bonds at par value 
drawing interest at the rate of 3 per cent, per an­ 
num and notifies the City Treasurer of such willing­ 
ness on or toforethe 1st day of March,1889,and of the 
denomination of his bond orbonds in writing the City 
Treasurer may exchange for such existing bond or 
bonds new bond or bonds by returning such existing 
bond or bonds and substituting therefor such new 
bond or bonds aud such exchange shall take place 
at the Cit} Hull iu said City at the time and • ay of 
the sale hereinafter directed and said new bond or 
bonds snail draw interest from such day and to 
payable in not more than thirty years from the date 
thereof as the Finance Committee of the Common 
Council may determine and all such new bonds as 
shall have been agreed to be taken in exchange as 
aforesaid, if not so taken shall then to sold as here­ 
inafter provided. 
2. To pay so much of the bonded indebtedness 
of said City fulling due as aforesaid, the City of 
Kingston niay borrow on its credit the money 
necessary for the same and issue its bonds for 
such purpose as well as for the purpose mentioned in 
the first section hereof, payable In not more than 
thirty years from the date thereof as the Finance 
Committee of Ihe Common Council may determine 
to to for the best interest of the City at a rate of in­ 
terest not to exceed three per cent', per annum. 
3. All bonds issued for either of the purposes afore­ 
said shall to issued aud signed by the City Treasurer 
and counter-signed bv the Mayor under the seal of 
the City in denominations necessary to consummate 
the exchange aforesaid, and for sale, as hereinafter 
directed, in such amounts as the City Treasurer 
shall determine not to exceed one thousand dollars 
aud the same shall bear interest from the 25th day 
of March, 1889. 
4. The City Treasurer shall sell said bonds, not ex­ 
changed os aforesaid, ut public auction, at the Citv 
Hall, in the City of Kingston, on the 25th day of 
March, 1889, for not less than par and shall give 
three weeks’ notice of the time and place of such 
sale bv advertising the same in the official papers of 
the city. 
.5. 1 lie proceeds of such sale shall to- applied to 
the payment and sitisfaction of the bonds so falling 
due iu 1889 as aforesaid and not exchanged as 
hereinbefore provided. The City Treasurer shall 
immediately cancel and destroy the bonds so paid or 
exchanged and shall file a verified certificate in the 
Ulster County Clerk's Office,shoeing the num tor and 
amounts of the bonds so cancelled and destro}ed 
and of the new bonds issued, and make a report to 
the Common Council of the amount of bonds ex­ 
changed and sold respectively, and their denomina­ 
tion and date of maturity. 
6. The City Treasurer shall procure the engraving 
and printing of such new bonds as reasonably as 
possible and the expense thereof shall be paid by 
the City Treasurer. 
7. The City Treasurer before the sale of said bonds 
shall execute and deliver to the said City a bond in 
double the amount of said bonded indebtedness, not 
determined to be exchanged as aforesaid, with at 
least two sureties to to approved by the Mayor in 
writing endorsed in said bond, conditioned for the 
faithful custody of such proceeds and the payment 
thereof as aforesaid, w hich total,when so approved, 
shall be filed with the Clerk cf the County of Ulster, 
who shall place the same on record as in case of 
collection of trust and said bor.d shall be a lien on 
all the real estate of said City Treasurer and Ins 
securities and shall continue to be such lien until the 
condition thereof together with the costs and charges 
which may accrue from the prosecution thereof 
shall be fully satisfied.

HUSBANDS FOH CATHOLIC GIRLS. 


The New York Freeman’s Journal, the 
leading Catholic newspaper of the United 
States, endorses the remarks recently attrib 
uted to Father Didier of Halt-more relative 
to tile unfitness of Catholic young men to In 
come the bust ands of refined Catholic girls 
And it traces the fact to one general cause 
the superior educational “advantages afforded 
to girls in all countries of accent growth 
“ where family life has not yet taken on sc 
tied forms, and w here, by sheer force of cir 
cumstances, tile male memliers must liegin 
to work in early youth.'' 
The Freeman 
Journal joints out that for the one Catholic 
boy in the United S tates who is educated la 
yond the merest elements, a dozen Catholic 
girls “ have been taught accomplishments 
which elevate their tastes and raise their ns 
pirations somewhat above the mere common 
place of their surroundings.” 
Father Did ie 
stated this fact more succinctly when h 
said that the young Catholic men cora 
plained that the Catholic girls are “ too ex 
travagant nnd high toned." 
And he got 
still nearer the root of the m atter when he 
said he hail learned “ that Catholic young 
men spend too much of their time in sa 
loons.” 
The most pious devotee of 
the 
church am ong the young women thereo 
would be justified in recoiling from an all 
anco w ith a young man of her own faith, no 
m atter how pious be might be. if she saw 
saw him com ing out of a saloon in a cond! 
lion of intoxication. 
But the disparity of opportunity, of eduea 
tion and accomplishments between the sexes 
complained of by the Freeman'* Journal is to 
be found in thousands of American homes 
Protestant as well as Catholic. 
It tnnv be 
the husband or it may be the w ife who is the 
inferior intellectually, but if nothing else is 
lacking they generally manage to get along 
together pleasantly and satisfacto ry . 
Mar 
liage is meant to lie and it must lie on eitlu 
side a good deal more of a sacrifice than nsne 
rament.

long run. 
There are thousands of men in 
prominent positions in this country who w< re 
probably rated the intellectual inferiors of 
their wivis when the two lieganlife together 
but with whom the conditions arc change) 
because the men have given their attention to 
public affairs and sought for tho knowledge 
that was essential to their success, while their 
wives. al)sorl*od in domestic duties, have al 
lowed the intellectual part of their natures to 
stand still. 
These wives, if they are able to 
claim that in early day* they gave their bus 
bands a lift upw ard, ale likely to ex pc rh nee 
pleasure in the reflection, rallier than regre 
that they ti id not spurn them because they 
were not sufficiently “ high to n ed " when 
they ap|H‘ared h fore them as lovers. 
Differences in religion as well as in eduea 
lion, wealth, social accomplishments, tastes 
etc., need not stand in the way of *uecc«*fu 
marrinne if each party i» willing to sacrifice 
something, not of conviction, but of dogma 
tiam nnd selfishness in its assertion “ For the 
unbelieving husband,’’ wrote St. Paul, “ is 
sanctified by the wife, and the unbelieving 
wife is sanr titled by Hie husband." 
Some 
thing of this process of sanctification is going 
on in every household, and it is the solution o 
the whole m arriage problem. 


WILL BLAINE BUY CUBA? 


Democratic newspa|>ers arc m aking some 
capital out of a recent alleged interview with 
Mr. Blaine, In which it was intim ated that 
the purchase of Cuba was to be a part of the 
policy of 
H arrison's adm inistration. 
Of 
course the foundation of the story is very 
slight, and is likely to crum ble into impal 
pable dust when Mr. Blaine is heard from 
nut .oritntivclv. 
It is rather prem ature 
nnn< “ice such a policy. even if the inconi 
ing ab ..iuUtraUon is thinking favorably of 
it. 
Territorial acquisition is always a popu 
lar subject with a class of people who make 
the most noise, and the agitation of the mat 
ter might persuade Spain of our eagerness 
and induce her to put up the price. 
If Cutin 
Is to be acquired, it is because there is the op 
portunitv for a good bargain in the purchase 
In the slavery days the acquisition of Cuba 
was a favorite project with the South, and 
the Osfend manifesto, in the preparation of 
which Mr. Buchanan took a part, showed the 
desperate steps ready to lie takeu for the ac 
com plishm cnt of that purlins*. 
Cuba was 
then counted good for two slave states, w hich 
would lir.ve added four Senators, ten 
twelve Representatives and a corresponding 
num ber of Presidential electors to the Demo 
cratic forces. 
But the election of a Hepubli 
ran President and the absorption of Houltn rn 
energies in the rebellion gave the Cuban ques­ 
tion its quietus. 
The objection to the acquisition of Cub* 
like that to the admission of New Mexico, re 
lates to the character of its imputation. They 
are Spaniards, have no knowledge of our lan­ 
guage and have never liven am enable to the 
discipline of good government. 
It would re 
quire a good deal of patience, nnd lie produc 
live of much cost and vexation, to train them 
to good American citizenship. 
There could 
really lie urged no other objection than thi«. 
The soil i3 fertile, the climate genial, and its 
chief crop, sugar, would grandly supple­ 
ment our present agriculture by supplying 
the only rem aining staple for which we lack 
the soil to produce it in abundance. 
Politically, tho acquisition of Cuba bv a 
Republican administration m ight properly lie 
deferred until Canada has been added to the 
Union. 
Then, for the purpose of maintain 
ing an equilibrium of parties it m ight with 
propriety lie purchased ami annexed. 
It 
would without doubt give a great impulse to 
the prosperity of the island to bring it under 
the United Htates governm ent. 
Now it is 
being taxed to death to maintain the home 
government of Spain, nnd foreign im m igra­ 
tion nnd capital avoid it. 
A change of gov­ 
ernment would also bring it under (letter san­ 
itary regulation*, and prevent it from furnish 
on annual stock of yellow fever for the 
tcoarfing of the Southern state*. la this view 


the purchase might be found desirable and 
cheap at any cost. 
But it is 
doubtful 
whether President Harrison will find it de­ 
sirable to effect a purchase within the coming 
four years. 
Our own territories are to be ad­ 
mitted now, and this will afford as much na 
tional expansion as can properly be attended 
to. 
Then, if the Uniitii is found to need en­ 
largement, the first thought w ill be directed 
to a people of the same blood, lineage nnd 
language in tile great Empire lyiug north of 
us. 
But great events in the line of national 
aggrandizement are likely to occur within 
the closing years of the nineteenth century. 


SUPERINTENDENT DRAPER 
RE-ELECTED. 


When Hon. Andrew 8. Draper was named 
for Superintendent of Public Instruction 
three years ago, objection was raised because 
he had been an active politician, while the 
fact that he had also been a successful teacher 
was cither forgotten or kept out of sight. 
He 
was elected, and visions of the prostitution of 
our entire school system to political ends 
troubled 
the imaginations of 
thousands. 
How well Mr. Draper has lived down these 
apprehensions was expressed iii the Republi­ 
can Legislative caucus last night, which nom. 
inated bim without a dissenting voice. 
No 
other name was spoken; no other man in our 
long line of brilliant and capable instructors 
had presumed to come forward nnd ask the 
office after it was known that lie would ac­ 
cept for another term. 
This w as equivalent 
to a universal admission that no other man 
could be found to fill the place as Mr. Draper 
has filled it. 
Mr. D m |ier dropped (Milities when he en­ 
tered the office, and gave his entire attention 
to th)* schools of the state. 
Under his ad­ 
ministration the school system had been 
greatly improved 
and 
the schools have 
grown. 
He has labored to give tile children 
lieder nnd more comfortable schoolhouses 
with broader and healthier surroundings.and 
in this special direction has inn Ie marked 
improvement all over the state. 
The qualifl 
cations of teachers have also been raised nnd 
instruction made more thorough. 
And in 
more generous sons)' than any officer who lias 
preceded him, lie enjoys the friendship, coil 
Alienee and respect of the teaching fraternity 
His re election is a pledge of further reform 
and improvements in our beneficent schoi 
system ,which is’fllling the state with broadly 
educated men and women.
